‘TRAGEDY. AT YARMOUTH. - 


A Wooan MURDERED ON TIE BEACH. 


MER HUSBAND CHARGED WITH THE CRIME, 


When the tail left, great interest was centre- 
ing in. a’ sensaional murder trial at the old 
Bailey. The prisoner was Herbert: John Ben- 
nett, charged with the murdor of his wife, Mary 
Jane Benneti; at Yarmouth.on the night of 
September 22nd Inst. The. trial was to have 
taken’ place at Norwich. Assizes, but was re- 
moved fo the Centrial Criminat Court as it w 
alleged for the accused that it would be im: 
possible for him to have afair and impartial 
trial at Norwich.” The body of Mrs, Kennett 
was found lying on the beach at Yarmouth on 
September 23rd, It was discovered that death 
had been caused.by strangulation, but for some 
lime the body could not be identified, and a 
Coroner's jury found that the waman had been 
murdered ‘by some one unknown, ard 

At the opening of the case, Mr. Gill KC, 
who appeared for the "Crown, procedded to 
trace the series of discoveries which led the 
police, in the first place, to find out that the 
prisoner -was' the husband of the murdered 
Women, and then to charge him with the crime, 
It would be proved, he said, that there were 
frequent quartels between the husband and 
wifé; that the deceased woman took rooms at 
Rexley-heath, obtaining them by means of 
feferences given in a false name by the pri- 
soner, who in the meantime lived a5 a single 
man at Woolwich ;.that he formed. an.acquain- 
tance with a girl named Meadows, went on 
excursions with her to Yarmouth and to Treland, 
and became engaged to be married to her. On 
the 15th of September, Mrs. Bennett went 
to Yarmouth, accompanied, it was beti¢ved, by 
the prisoner, She was there still on the 22nd, 
when she was ‘seen in ‘the prisoner's company 
attop.m. Atmidnight, the prisoner came to 
an hotel where he had put upon his previous 
visit, and left for London by any carly train on’ 
the following moming, A few days afterwards 
he told the girl, Meadows, that there was no- 
thing to prevent their being being married and- 
settled, and he began to give ter trinkets and 
clothing which had belongedto his wite. He 
also sold -the (urnitare in the house at Bexley- 
health, When. arrested there were found in 
his possession a long. gold chain and silver 
watch which had been worn by lis wife down 
to the day of her death, ; 


“Mrs. Elliston, of Wickbam-lane, Plumstead, 
J said that the prisoner and the deceased lodged 


in her house fora month in May and June last, 
and she identified certain articles produced as 
having been-worn by Mrs, Bennett. Scveral 


witnesses gave evidence as tothe residence af |: 


the deceased at Bexley-heath from June to 
September last; and as to occasional visits paid 
to her there by the prisoner, Mrs, Penkhurst, 
of Union-street, Woolwich, said the prisoner 
lodged in her house from June to October last. 
He said he wasa single man.-In.the second 
week in September he introduced Alice Mea- 
dows to her as hisintended wife. On Septem: 
ber 22nd, Mennett went out. inthe afternoon, 
saying he was going to catch a triin, Hedid not 


-roturn, till the following evening. Other wit- 


nesses who had known the prisoner statéd that, 
he told them that his 'wife and child ded in 
South Africa. Alice Meadows said shaiwas 
introduced {o the prisoner on July 1st last, and 
an affection: sprang up between them, She 
believed him tobe a single man, He told her 
he had a cousin at Bexley-heath who was 
very ill. Witness became engaged to the 
risoner in August, and afterwarls went with 
im on trips to Yarmouth and Ireland, In 
September he told her that his grandfather was 
ill, and on Sinday, the t6th, he said he 
should not he able to meet her ‘on the 
following Sunday, because. he was going to 
Gravesend to see his grandfather. She, | 
however, met him in Hyde. Park on the 
afternoon of that day. ‘A few days afterwards 
he told her he had bought his‘cousin’s furni- 
ture, and proposed that they should be married 
at Christmas, He gave ber a gold brooch, 
identified as, one that had been worn by the 
deceased, and asked her. if she would like to 
have-a blue coat and skitt and asealskin cape 
that had belonged to his cousin, who had fone 
to South Africa, and would only require light 
clothing there, Witness heard of the prisoner's 
arrest On Noveinber 7th, Till then she had no 
idea that he had a wife and child,

In his New’ [Industrial Revolution,” which 

". dppears in the pages of 7Ae Allantic Monthly, 
Mr. Brooks Adama, the distinguished American 
writer upon economics, ‘has advanced a stage 
further in his interpretation of the future. He 
has already compared the economic sysiems of 

England and the Urited States, and arrived at 

the conclusion that England is in area But 

now he takes the larger unit, in which England 
‘is buta part—urope—und decides that Eurupe 
_ also is "played out.’ : 

The predominance of Europe in the past he 
examines and ascribes to these causes. 

"+A wngue of land ‘deeply indented hy the 

sea and penetrated throughout by rivers navig- 

able, at least, for small craft, Europe could 
market what it had fo sell when the treasures 
of Asit’and America Jay inaccessible, This 
Advantage she ‘retained until within about 
ctwenty years, and the new indugtrial revolution 
has been xt once the caugeand the eftect of 
its loss. Even a generation, ago competition 
remained much upon the basis‘of the eighteenth 
century, Although tending to shrink, the 
margin of profit stayed broad enough to spare 
the individual trader, and distance afforded 
Europe protection against the attack of more 
favoured communities, America, for example,’ 
did not harass France or Germany, On the 
contrary, America offered these. countries the 
best market for theirsurplus.” 
HAYOC DONE HY AMERICAN RAILWAYS, 

That is to say. Evrope’s commercial advan- 
tage was duc.to-cheapand casy-transport, and 
to the nbsence of organised competition by a 
richly endowed rival, The British, the Earo- 
pean railway system, was developed before that 
of the United States, Yér till America had a 
perfect railway system witht low rates of trans- 
port, she could not invade the Enropean 
market. : ee 

“In 1860, with the facilities then ‘existing, 

pneither tron, nor coil, nor grain, nor meat 
could be exported fram America in competition 
with the product of British mines or farms ; 
while, on her side, Great Britain.could sell her 
manufactures in the United States almostat her 
own price. The reason for this is obvious. A 
generation agn, Jandrates of transportation could 
not be inade even fo approximate sea rates: 
‘therefore, iron, for instance,. could not be 
brought from the iaterior to the ports; Eng- 
land had substantially no land carringe. Her, 
resources lay on the cozust. ' : 

“Jn these: years Great Britain accumulated 
great sums in ready money, mostly,, perhaps, 
through the réturnsof agriculture. . The manu- 
facturing population grew apace—eating much 
yet producing: no'food; nevertheless they paid 
for food liberally, because ‘the revenue from 
America provided ample wages.” : 

These wages finally lodged in the hands of 
the landlord in the shape of rent, and the land- 
lord and manufacturer accumulated great sav- 
ings, a large part of which went into foreign 
securitiesand American railways, Butin the de- 
cade after 1870 transport immensely,improved. 
The cost of moving a bushel of com by sea 
from New Yark to Liverpool shrank from’ 104d. 
to s#d, thus cheapening wheat in England and 
diminishing the British farmers profits.’ Add- 
ing in the Ruther reduction in railway rates in 
Amerisa effected in this period, the British 
farmer lost what‘was equivalent to a protective 
tariff of to per cént. Since 1880 there has been 
a further cheapening of transport, with the 
result that Innd has more and more gone out of 
corn cultivation in England. Indeed, the 
spcreage under wheat is now-about half what it 
was in 1873. o :
